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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Preston 6,196,91 1 in view of Breivogel et al, 5,547,417, as set forth in the Office 
action mailed 14 March 2006. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's argunrients filed 14 September 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Preston cannot be combined with 
Breivogel et al, as they are not analogous prior art. The examiner strongly disagrees. 
Preston teaches an abrasive tool having plurality of abrasive grain units, each 
comprising a large number of abrasive grains, the abrasive grain units being arranged 
on the working face in a circumference direction of the working face; but does not 
disclose adjusters provided in recesses provided in the base metal such that bases of 
the adjusters are movable within the recesses, corresponding to each or some of the 
abrasive grain units, the adjusters serving to adjust a difference in height with respect to 
the dressing face between reference planes of the respective abrasive grain units, the 
reference planes each being defined by ends of the abrasive grains in the 
corresponding abrasive grain unit. Breivogel teaches adjusters provided in recesses in 
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the base metal such that bases of the adjusters are movable within the recesses, and 
the adjusters adjust a difference in height with respect to the working face of the tool 
between reference planes of the respective abrasive grain, the plane defined by the end 
of the abrasive grain. It has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the 
field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular 
problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis 
for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 
USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Preston and Breivogel are in the 
same field of applicant's endeavor, surface material removal, and Breivogel is 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which applicant was concerned, that 
of adjusting the height difference of a plurality of abrasive grain units. That Breivogel is 
concerned with adjusting a different type of abrasive unit than applicant is moot, 
Breivogel clearly teaches the advantages of being able to adjust an abrasive unit on a 
surface material removing tool.
